on a large curved shoe, which smites 
into the gravel as the excavation 
The gravel struck by the 
force of the water is loosened and 
carried up the large pipe to the alti- 
tude required to permit it to flow 
down the sluice boxes and over the 
collecting riffies to the fiearest water 
course where it is delivered. In this 
way most gigantic excavations are 
made, the work going on day and 
night by the aid of electrical lamps.

Of the modes of operating in New 
Zealand the second and third should 
certainly be equally effective here. As 
a matter of fact the steam bucket 
dredge is already in use in the river 
bed, and it is understood it is about 
to be tried on the flats. The third 
method—the hydraulic elevator-—is 
contemplated. by several parties, but 
the cost would be so great of erecting 
large reservoirs for water and con- 
structing miles of pipes to convey the 
same to the gravel deposits, that un- 
less alarge extent of these deposits 
were granted to those undertaking 
such water works it would be im- 
possible to get the required capital. It 
will eventually in all probability de- 
volve on the government to provide a 
general system of such water supply ; 
the experience of the government of 
New Zealand having proved that 
such works are not only directly 
remunerative from the sale of water 
and a valuable asset, but also of 
enormous service in enabling miners 
who could not individually procure 
the water to profitably operate ground 
from which the gold could not be 
economically saved by any other 
process.

quantity; and that the whole cost of 
plant in place and ready for work 
need not exceed $16,000. 

From the above it wou!d appear 
that a highly profitable business 
could be done by a process which 
would only extract $180.75 out of a 
possible $240.00 (the gravel having 
been found by Mr. Heys to contain 
$2.40 in gold per ton), and by ap- 
pliances of which the cost of opera- 
tion seems highly estimated. 


It would not be of general interest 
to describe the different unsuccessful 
attempts made at various previous 
times te procure the gold by applica- 
tions of steam power.

Roman Catholies are fond of seeking to 
establish an analogy between the advice 
which Protestant ministers offer to {their 
| congregations and the orders which the 
| hierarchy and clergy of the Roman Catho- 
| lic church issue to ‘the worshippers at their 
| altars. 


There is more or less of a public sentiment 
against Protestant ministers acting as coun- 
sellors upon questions of earthly importance. 
There is a marked difference between the 
offering from a pulpit of advice which 
| hearers can either take or leave, and the 

issuing from an altar of a command which 
| the worshippers disobey at their own ex- 
| treme spiritual peril. 

There is no ecclesiastical law by which a 
| member of any Protestant denomination 
| can suffer spiritual penalties by reason of 
any civil act not forbidden by the laws of 
| his country. The same law which permits 
aj Protestant’minister to offer advice on 
civil questions, permits a Protestant hearer 
to reject that advice. But the Roman Ca- 
tholics in Quebec and Manitoba enjoy no 
| such liberty. The church issued its com- 
mands and the machinery of the church en- 
abled its officers to find out whether its 
| commands had been obeyed at the polls. 

So long as the bishop spoke to his people as 
| a friend to friends, or a priest to his parish- 
ioners as a man to men, there was no rea- 
son tocomplain. The bishops and priests 
of the Roman Catholic church did not deal 
|in advice. They spoke with the authority 
of the sovereign to subjects who could not 
disobey without incurring the direst spirit- 
ual penalties. 

Canada ‘sa lard of free speech, and Ro- 
| man Catholic priests or Protestant ministers 
| will never be’silenced. They may be free to 
offer advice, which may be judicious or in- 
| judicious, but as a result of recent events, 

Roman Catholics may be enfranchised with
